Hope for f\Jew Life 

Father Steve asked me to write about my involvement in the jail ministry - 
Hope for New Life (HFNL). And he added: "do it in 475 words or less." 
Yeah, right! Here goes: 

What time is it? 

Last fall during a Praying the Bible session, when a young woman 
mentioned that HFNL needed more people for jail ministry, I detected a faint 
knocking on the door to my soul. But I immediately dismissed it for the 
usual reasons: A. It would take away from my personal time; B. Being alone 
with inmates convicted of multiple violent felonies was too scary; C. I was 
totally unqualified for any type of ministry; and D. I could see no personal 
benefits. My rational (A-D) for not joining the ministry was miserably flawed 
and prayer soon reversed it. 

A. Gen 1:1 In the beginning.... God created the universe. We often stop 
with this awesome fact. Wrap your mind around this: for the 
universe to exist there had to be both time and space; God created 
time (and space)! Not only do we owe our existence to God (our time 
is His time) but time itself is God's! 

B. Psalms 23:4 Even though I walk through a dark valley, I fear no harm for 
You are at my side.... Can this be any more specific! 

C. 2 Cor 12:9 .... My grace is sufficient for you, for power is made perfect in 
weakness. Regardless of the task He calls us for, Jesus will provide. 

D. Matt 26:40 ....whatever you did for the least of my brothers you did for me. 
Every person I have come into contact within the HFNL ministry, 
including myself, have had the profound experience of deriving as 
much or more from the ministry than the inmates that we share 
God's time with. 

OLBH has a great legacy in HFNL. One of our outstanding young women 
was instrumental in the early development of the ministry and has since 
moved, but I am sure she is actively involved in another great ministry. 
Another of our long time members has been, and continues to be, a key 
player in HFNL, I use him as role model. The ministry always welcomes new 
members but my thought today is more universal than an appeal for HFNL: 

When you hear or feel God calling, no matter how faintly, ask the question: 

What time is it?
